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Heroin,  guns,  cash  seized 


Three  suspects  arrested  in  Monday  raid

Police  seized  seven  ounces 
of  heroin,  over  $75,000 
in  cash,  and  made  three 
arrests  Monday  afternoon  in 
Cynthiana. 

Law  enforcement  officials 
say  it  was  several  months  in 
the  making  and  the  investiga¬ 
tion  is  continuing. 

Kentucky  State  Police, 
Harrison  County  Sheriff’s 
office  and  Cynthiana  Police 
Department  teamed  up  for 
Monday’s  raid  on  104  W.  Penn 
St. 

Amid  shouts  of  “Get  on  the 
ground,”  and  “Put  your  hands 
in  the  air,”  officials  rammed 
the  front  door  of  the  two-story 
house  with  weapons  drawn. 

Within  minutes,  they  exited 
with  David  Sexton  in  custody. 

Sexton,  47,  was  charged 
with  12  counts  of  first  degree 
trafficking  in  a  controlled 
substance  (heroin)  and  first 
degree  possession  of  a  con¬ 
trolled  substance  (heroin). 

Sexton’s  girlfriend,  Joanne 
Tuite,  43,  was  also  charged 
with  trafficking  in  a  controlled 
substance. 

Her  daughter,  Kaitlyn  Tuite, 
19,  was  charged  with  first 
degree  possession  of  a  con¬ 
trolled  substance  (heroin).

Cynthiana  woman  murdered,  last  seen  in  September,  says  son

Homicide  has  been  ruled 
as  the  cause  of  death  of  a 
former  Harrison  County 
woman  whose  dismembered 
body  parts  were  recovered 
from  the  Kentucky  River  in 
Henry  County  in  late  October 
and  last  week  in  Jessamine 
County. 

According  to  a  story  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Lexington 
Herald-Leader,  an  arm  was 


discovered  in  river  waters 
around  the  community  of 
Lockport  in  Henry  County  on 
Oct.  25. 

Last  week,  a  torso  was 
found  in  another  section  of 
the  Kentucky  River  dozens 
of  miles  away  in  Jessamine 
County. 

According  to  several  news 
accounts  last  Saturday,  Henry 
County  Coroner  James 
Pollard  announced  that 


forensics  had  found  a  positive 
match  of  the  arm  with  the 
torso.  Fingerprints  confirmed 
that  they  were  the  remains  of 
Goldia  Massey,  50,  Lexington, 
formerly  of  Harrison  County. 

Based  on  the  condition  of 
the  remains  and  their  subse¬ 
quent  identification,  authori¬ 
ties  have  ruled  the  death  a 
homicide.  An  investigation 
is  underway  but,  as  of  press 
time,  no  arrests  have  been 


made. 

The  identification  of  the 
victim  brings  to  a  close  a 
missing  persons  case  that 
Massey’s  son,  Zachariah 
Massey,  filed  with  the 
Lexington  Police  Department 
on  Oct.  1. 

In  a  telephone  interview 
from  jail,  Massey  said  that 
he  received  news  about  his 
mother’s  murder  by  phone 
last  Friday  morning  from 


a  police  official.  Massey  is 
incarcerated  on  a  $50,000 
bond  following  his  arrest  in 
connection  with  a  robbery  at 
the  Fast  Max  on  U.S  27  South 
at  Ky.  32  last  Wednesday,  Dec. 
2. 

Massey  said  he  last  had 
contact  with  his  mother 
around  Sept.  20. 

He  said  that  “she  was  going 
through  a  lot  of  other  stuff”

HCHS  honor  student  killed  on  way  to  take  ACT  exam

A  Harrison  County 
High  School  junior 
with  a  promising 
future  was  killed 
Saturday  morning 
in  a  tragic  accident 
on  KY  3044  (Jacobs 
Lane). 

Colton  Burns,  17, 
was  on  his  way  to 
Cynthiana  where 
he  would  join  class¬ 
mates  to  take  the  ACT 
exam. 

Harrison  County  Sheriff’s 
Deputy  Nathan  Gasser  said 
Burus  left  his  home  at  1622 
KY  3044  at  about  7:30  a.m. 
Just  over  a  mile  from  his 
home,  his  1993  Jeep  Cherokee 
dropped  off  the  right  side  of 
the  road. 


Gasser  suspects 
Burus  over  cor¬ 
rected,  which 
caused  him  to 
cross  the  high¬ 
way.  His  vehicle 
flipped  onto  its 
top,  striking 
trees,  then  com¬ 
ing  back  down  in 
an  upright  posi¬ 
tion. 

The  accident 
was  discovered 
nearly  an  hour 
after  it  occurred  by  a  passing 
motorist  who  phoned  police. 

Gasser  said  there  was  no 
alcohol,  drugs  or  other  fac¬ 
tors  that  contributed  to  the 
accident. 

“He  just  lost  control  of  his 
vehicle,”  Gasser  said.  “He 


was  alone,  wearing  his  seat 
belt.  By  all  accounts,  he  was 
doing  everything  right.  It’s 
just  a  tragic  accident.” 

Burus,  an  honor  student 
at  Harrison  County  High 
School  was  one  of  the  Air 
Force  Junior  ROTC’s  six 
flight  commanders. 

“He  was  an  all-American 
kid,”  described  retired  Air 
Force  Chief  Master  Sgt.  Bill 
Blackburn.  “He  was  physi¬ 
cally  fit  and  mentally  fit. 

He  helped  others  and  had  a 
bright  future.” 

Blackburn  said  Burus’ 
untimely  death  was  a  great 
loss  for  Harrison  County. 

“He  had  excellent  leader¬ 
ship  skills,”  Blackburn  con¬ 
tinued. 

Air  Force  Maj.  Jon 


Montgomery,  who  was  one  of 
Burus’  ROTC  commanders, 
described  Burus  as  “a  great 
guy  to  be  around.” 

Montgomery  said  he  felt 
like  he  had  a  fair  handle  on 
Burus  and  who  he  was  as  a 
young  man.  However,  he  said 
since  Burus’  untimely  death 
he  has  learned  so  much  more 
about  the  stand-out  student. 

“I’m  hearing  more  and 
more  about  how  he  impacted 
other  students,”  Montgomery 
said. 

HCHS  flew  its  flag  at 
half  staff  Monday  to  honor 
Burus.  Scott  County  High 
School,  which  is  in  the  same 
AFJROTC  region,  also  hon¬ 
ored  the  young  man  by  rais¬ 
ing  its  flag  at  half  staff. 

Not  only  was  Burus  a  good 


student,  he  was  also  a  state- 
level  athlete.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  HCHS  soccer  team 
and  a  110-meter  hurdler  in 
track. 

He  attended  school  in 
Jackson,  Ohio,  between  2009 
and  2012,  where  he  played 
football  and  ran  track. 

A  local  visitation  was 
held  Wednesday  from  5-8 
p.m.  at  Ware  Funeral  Home 
in  Cynthiana.  Funeral  ser¬ 
vices  will  be  conducted  2  p.m, 
Saturday  at  Lewis-Gillum 
Funeral  Home  in  Jackson, 
Ohio,  with  visitation  at  1 
p.m.

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Signing  to  the  Angels:  Artist’s  first  book  is  memoir  of  foster  child

When  foster  parents  accept 
the  challenge  of  caring  for 
a  child  born  blind  and  deaf, 
they  hope  to  change  that 
child’s  life  for  the  better.  They 
don’t  realize,  or  even  expect, 
that  the  child  has  something 
vital  to  teach  their  parents 
and  others  with  whom  they 
come  in  contact. 

Shelly  was  just  such  a  child. 

Her  life  made  such  a  pro¬ 
found  impact  on  her  perma¬ 
nent  foster  parents,  Claire 
and  Tom  Muller,  that  she 
inspired  the  publication  of 
Claire  Muller’s  first  book, 
“Signing  to  the  Angels.” 

The  book,  released  last 
month  by  Dancing  With  Bear 
Publishing,  is  a  personal 
memoir  of  Shelly’s  life  as  a 
member  of  the  Muller  family. 

In  2009,  at  age  23,  Shelly’s 
body  finally  succumbed  to  the 
complications  of  her  medical 
condition,  Muller  said. 

“Signing  with  the  Angels” 
chronicles  the  two  decades  in 
which  her  adopted  daughter 
grew  up.  In  that  time,  Muller 
said,  Shelly’s  mere  existence 
demonstrated  what  it  means 
to  live  a  life  “fully  in  the 
moment,”  taking  joy  in  the 
“pure  value”  of  her  life’s 
experience  interacting  with 
the  world. 

She  entered  the  lives  of 
Claire  and  Tom  Muller  when 
she  was  nearly  3  years  old. 

The  Muller’s  are  experi¬ 
enced  foster  parents.  They 
have  often  made  their  home  a 
haven  for  children  and  teens 
who  are  surviving  and  coping 
with  life’s  worst  abuses. 

The  family  are  glad  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  shelter  for  these  kids 
until  they  can  be  placed  in 
stable  homes  with  families 
that  will,  hopefully,  help  them 
build  a  life  beyond  a  night¬ 


mare  existence. 

But  in  addition  to  offering 
foster  services  for  children 
who  are  physically  healthy, 
the  Mullers  have  also  taken 
in  foster  children  who  are 
medically  fragile. 

The  children  cope  with 
a  range  of  birth  defects 
from  Down’s  Syndrome  to 
heart  problems  to  devel¬ 
opmental  disabilities  like 
“Microcephaly,”  Claire 
Muller  explains  in  the  book’s 
first  chapter. 

Once  in  awhile,  the 
Muller’s  adopt  them  as  a  per¬ 
manent  part  of  their  home, 
she  said. 

“We  hear  about  these  chil¬ 
dren  and  the  challenges  they 
have  to  face.  It’s  natural  to 
wonder  how  God  in  all  his 
infinite  power  could  allow 
such  things  to  happen,” 
Muller  said.  “Then  along 
comes  a  child  like  Shelly  and 
you  realize  that  God  blessed 
this  Earth  with  her  and  oth¬ 
ers  like  her.” 

Shelly  was  born  blind  at 
the  Children’s  Hospital  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  the  result  of 
a  birth  defect  in  her  digestive 
system. 


‘Shelly’s  gut  was  unable  to 
absorb  the  calories  and  nutri¬ 
ents.  Food  and  drink  passed 
through  her  with  very  little 
of  the  nutrition  absorbed,” 
Muller  said. 

The  easiest  way  to  explain 
Shelly’s  blindness  is  that 
her  body  expended  so  much 
effort  compensating  for  the 
defect  while  in  the  womb  that 
the  child  was  born  without  a 
developed  optic  nerve,  Muller 
explained. 

But  that  was  just  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  Shelly’s  medical 
problems.  She  also  developed 
a  respiratory  ailment  that 
forced  doctors  into  a  treat¬ 
ment  with  the  unfortunate 
side  effect  of  stealing  the 
child’s  hearing. 

“The  doctors  had  no  choice. 
To  keep  her  breathing,  they 
had  to  use  medicine  that  took 
her  hearing,”  Muller  said. 

The  result  is  that  Shelly 
lacked  the  sense  of  sight  and 
hearing  from  a  very  early  age. 

“In  terms  of  being  blind 
and  deaf,  Shelly  was  like 
Helen  Keller.  She  never  had 
a  chance  to  experience  the 
world  in  the  way  most  chil¬ 
dren  did,”  Muller  said.  “But 
Shelly  also  had  continuing 
problems  being  able  to  digest 
food.  She  was  never  able  to 
eat  and  drink  normally.” 

The  Mullers  were  contacted 
by  a  social  worker  when 
Shelly  was  just  past  2  years 
old.  The  couple  agreed  to  be 
Shelly’s  foster  parents.  It  was 
not  long  afterward  that  the 
Mullers  adopted  Shelly  per¬ 
manently. 

“I  am  blessed  to  have  a  hus¬ 
band  who  never  questions  the 
children  we  foster  parent.  We 
both  simply  accepted  Shelly 
in  with  our  other  kids,” 
Muller  said. 

From  the  beginning,  it  was 


clear  that  despite  her  physical 
ailments  Shelly  was  intelli¬ 
gent  and  capable  of  learning, 
Muller  said. 

They  brought  in  specialists 
to  teach  Shelly  sign  language 
and  an  “intervener”  who 
taught  the  child  the  skills 
blind  and  deaf  people  need 
to  orient  themselves  to  place 
and  successfully  move  about. 
They  teach  cane  skills  and 
how  to  navigate  a  room  with¬ 
out  sight  or  hearing,  she  said. 

“One  thing  I  learned  is  that 
there  are  great  job  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  people  to  work  with 
blind  and  deaf  persons.  It  is 
a  unique  specialty  and  a  rare 
field.  There  is  a  demand  for 
the  skills  and  the  specialists 
get  paid  well  for  their  servic¬ 
es,”  Muller  commented. 

But  as  Shelly  grew,  Claire 
became  fascinated  with  how 
her  adopted  daughter  inter¬ 
acted  with  the  world.  Being 
blind  and  deaf  all  her  life,  she 
did  not  develop  the  ordinary 
fears  that  most  children  learn 
growing  up. 

“She  would  explore  in  the 
yard,  enjoying  the  warmth 
of  the  sun  and  feeling  every¬ 
thing  around  her.  If  there 
was  a  snake  nearby,  Shelly 
wouldn’t  react  because  she 
wouldn’t  be  aware  of  it.  And 
even  if  she  were  aware,  if  it 
brushed  by  her,  Shelly  would 
be  delighted  by  the  sensa¬ 
tion,”  Muller  said. 

She  and  Shelly  made  fre¬ 
quent  flights  on  a  small  plane 
to  Columbus  to  visit  special¬ 
ists.  Shelly  loved  the  take-off 
and  she  was  delighted  if 
there  was  turbulence,  Muller 
said. 

“Shelly  loved  the  sensory 
experience  of  the  plane’s 
movement.  She  had  no  con¬ 
cern  about  what  these  sensa¬ 
tions  might  mean.  Watching 


her,  it  made  me  begin  to  look 
differently  at  the  world,” 
Muller  said. 

This  lesson  was  not  some¬ 
thing  Shelly  only  taught  to 
her  adopted  mother.  Her  fam¬ 
ily,  and  others  who  came  to 
know  Shelly,  often  observed 
the  pure  joy  the  child  took 
from  the  simple  act  of  living 
in  this  world. 

It  was  not  always  that  way. 
Shelly’s  condition  gave  her 
moments  of  sickness  and 
sadness,  Muller  said.  Her 
doctors  wrestled  with  the 
complex  challenges  that 
her  birth  defect  presented 
throughout  her  life.  Shelly 
pushed  them  professionally. 
Eventually,  however,  the  prob¬ 
lems  became  insurmountable, 
Muller  said. 

The  book,  however,  is  not 
a  tragedy.  It  is  spiritual  and 
meant  to  be  as  uplifting  as 
Shelly  was  to  her  family  and 
friends,  Muller  said. 

“Signing  to  the  Angels”  is 
a  celebration  of  a  person’s 
life  that  was  far  too  brief,  but 
managed  to  be  full  of  a  grace 
one  often  associates  with 
angels,  Muller  said.

and  that  “she  feared  get¬ 
ting  into  trouble  with 
the  law.” 

He  filed  the  miss¬ 
ing  person’s  report  in 
October  largely  at  the 
urging  of  his  mother’s 
family,  he  said. 

“I  was  worried  for  her, 
but  I  also  was  scared 
that  I’d  make  more 
trouble  for  her.  I  didn’t 
know  what  was  going 
on,”  Massey  said. 

Subsequent  updates 
from  police  regarding 
the  missing  persons 
report  were  not  encour¬ 
aging,  he  said.

There  was  also  a 
young  child  in  the  house 
who  was  turned  over  to 
the  care  of  Kentucky 
Child  Protective 
Services. 

In  addition  to  the 
drugs  that  were  found 
in  the  house,  police  also 
seized  several  firearms. 

“This  is  a  big  deal,” 


said  Sgt.  Mark  Burden, 
Kentucky  State  Police 
drug  enforcement  spe¬ 
cial  investigations. 
“Obviously  [Sexton]  is  a 
major  drug  supplier  in 
Cynthiana.” 

Burden  noted  that 
seven  ounces  of  heroin 
has  a  street  value 
between  $35,000  and 
$45,000. 

Burden  offered  no 


comment  on  additional 
arrests.  However,  he 
noted  that  the  investiga¬ 
tion  is  on-going. 

Each  of  the  sus¬ 
pects  is  being  held  at 
the  Bourbon  County 
Detention  Center. 

Sexton  has  a  $150,000

There’s  a  song  stuck  in  my  head 


All  week  long,  I  have  had  a  song  stuck  in  my 
head. 

Thankfully,  it  happens  to  be  a  really  good 
song  and  a  welcome  presence  as  I’ve  gone 
about  my  work.

For  those  who  may  not  be  familiar  with  the 
song  or  the  artist,  Cindy  Bullens  is  a  rock 
singer  and  songwriter  who  never  became  a  pop 
name,  but  has  done  well  enough  to  make  music 
her  career.

I  have  served  in  this 
position  since  I  was 
appointed  by  former 
Commonwealth’s 
Attorney  Douglas 
Wright  in  2006. 

My  plan  for 
“A  Prosecutor’s

This  interest 
may  have  come  from 
your  experience  as 
a  witness,  a  victim, 
a  family  member  of 
an  involved  party,  a 
juror  or  simply  as  a 
concerned  citizen  who 
follows  the  cases  in 
the  newspaper  or  on 
television. 

There  are  many 
factors  that  must  be 
considered  during  the

prosecution  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  case,  and  these 
factors  greatly  affect 
the  outcome. 

These  factors  are  not 
always  readily  appar¬ 
ent  or  discussed  with 
the  community.  I  know 
that  this  can  often  be 
frustrating,  and  that 
frustration  is  one  of 
the  reasons  that  I  am 


writing  this  column. 

My  intent  is  for 
you  to  gain  a  better 
understanding  of 
our  criminal  justice 
system. 

Over  the  next  few 
months,  I  will  write 
about  what  consti¬ 
tutes  a  felony,  how 
a  case  ends  up  in 
our  office,  and  how 
cases  are  ultimately 
resolved. 

However,  providing 
information  about  the 
legal  process  is  only 
one  of  the  reasons  for 
this  column. 

I  am  writing  this  col¬ 
umn  to  not  only  pro¬ 


vide  some  insight  into 
the  inner  workings  of 
your  justice  system, 
but  also  to  open  up  a 
discussion  with  the 
community 

With  an  avenue  for 
feedback  from  the 
community,  our  office 
will  be  able  to  address 
existing  concerns  and 
explain  the  limita¬ 
tions  and  rules  under 
which  we  operate. 

Unfortunately,  legal 
and  ethical  guidelines 
prevent  me  from  dis¬ 
cussing  or  answering 
questions  about  spe¬ 
cific  pending  cases 
from  our  circuit, 


but  I  will  attempt  to 
address  some  com¬ 
mon  questions  and 
any  feedback  received 
from  you  about  this 
column.

Holiday  Drinking:  Please  keep  it  safe 


As  you  might  sus¬ 
pect,  the  holiday  season 
becomes  one  of  the  most 
dangerous  times  of  the 
year  for  alcohol-related 
accidents  and  death.

Along  with  this,  these 
people  tend  to  under¬ 
estimate  their  level  of 
impairment  and  some¬ 
times  even  drive  when 
they  shouldn’t. 

The  holidays  are  a  busy 
and  stressful  time.  People 
are  in  a  hurry  and  road 
conditions  are  typically 
less  than  ideal.  Mix  alco¬ 
hol  in  the  scenario  and 
you  have  a  recipe  for 
disaster. 

So  whatever  the  case 
may  be,  making  the  holi¬ 
day  safer  and  happier  can 
be  accomplished  in  just  a 
few  short  steps. 

The  number  one  and 
most  obvious  choice,  is  to 
just  say  “no”  to  drinking 
at  social  events. 

Resist  the  pressure  to 
drink,  or  even  serve  alco¬ 
hol  when  you  know  many 
people  will  be  driving 
home. 

Instead,  choose  the  non¬ 
alcoholic  beverage  route. 
The  other  obvious  choice 
is  to  designate  a  driver 
before  you  get  to  your  hol¬ 
iday  festivity. 

If  you  or  a  friend 
decides  to  go  to  a  party 
where  alcohol  may  be 
served,  always  pick  a  des¬ 


ignated  driver,  but  more 
importantly,  stick  with 
the  decision. 

Don’t  change  designat¬ 
ed  driving  plans  halfway 
through  the  party. 

More  oftent  than  not, 
if  you’ve  been  drink¬ 
ing,  you’ve  exceeded  the 
legal  blood  alcohol  con¬ 
tent  levels  and  are  in  no 
shape  to  drive. 


So,  once  you’ve 
assigned  a  driver,  stick 
with  him/her. 

Finally,  choose  a  num¬ 
ber  ahead  of  time.  If  you 
are  going  to  drink,  do 
what  responsible  drink¬ 
ers  do.  Decide  ahead  of 
time  how  many  drinks 
you  will  have  and  stick 
with  to  it. 

A  blood  alcohol  con¬ 


tent  chart  can  help  you 
understand  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the 
amount  of  drinks,  blood 
alcohol  content  and 
level  of  impairment. 
Overconsumption  can 
lead  to  many  risky  situ¬ 
ations,  including  alcohol 
poisoning  and  drinking 
and  driving. 

So  remember  to  be 


safe  around  the  holiday 
season.  Drinking  can  be 
done  safely  when  done  so 
at  the  legal  age,  when  in 
moderation  and  when  in 
control  of  the  situation. 
Don’t  become  another 
alcohol  statistic.  Keep  it 
safe.

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First  round  of  Harrison  County  Community  Fund  grants  coming  in  2015

The  deadline  to  apply 
for  a  Harrison  County 
Community  Fund 
(HCCF)  grant  is  just  a 
month  away 

It’s  the  first  time 
since  HCCF  formed  that 
grants  are  being  award¬ 
ed,  according  to  Mark 
Trachsel,  one  of  eight 
board  members. 

“The  fund  is  fairly 
small,  but  we  do  have 
some  money  available  to 
give  out,”  Trachsel  said. 

It  is  through  bequests 
and  donations  that  the 
community  fund  builds 
its  base.  As  the  endow¬ 
ment  increases,  a  per¬ 
centage  of  the  earnings 
are  made  available  in 
the  form  of  grants. 

Trachsel  said  these 
grants  can  be  used  for 
a  variety  of  projects 
that  are  tax-exempt 


charitable  organization 
and  government-based 
projects.  However,  there 
are  certainly  stipula¬ 
tions  that  go  along  with 
eligibility. 

Funds  must  be  used 
to  serve  residents  of 
Harrison  County. 

Grants  can’t  be  used 
for  individuals,  general 
operating  expenses  of 
an  organization,  politi¬ 
cal  purposes  or  church 
activity. 

It  can,  however,  sup¬ 
port  faith-based  proj¬ 
ects. 

The  key,  Trachsel 
said,  is  that  the  applica¬ 
tion  must  be  made  by  an 
organization. 

As  an  example, 
Trachsel  discussed 
the  recent  Project 
Playground  that  pur¬ 
chased  equipment  for 
Flat  Run  Veterans’  Park. 


He  explained  that  while 
the  project  organizers 
would  not  have  been 
able  to  apply  for  the 
grant,  an  organization 
such  as  Rotary  could 
have  done  so  on  their 
behalf. 

Grants  will  be  award¬ 
ed  in  amounts  between 
$500  and  $5,000,  Trachsel 
said.  The  size  of  the 
grant  depends  on  the 
amount  of  money  avail¬ 
able  through  earnings. 

The  deadline  to  file 
an  application  to  be 
considered  for  the  first 
round  of  grant  money 
is  Monday,  Jan.  19,  2015. 
Just  one  month  later  on 
Feb.  20,  funds  will  be 
awarded  at  a  grant  cel¬ 
ebration  at  The  Prizing 
House. 

Trachsel  reminds 
those  interested  in 
applying  that  the  HCCF 


grants  are  just  that,  not 
loans.  Repayment  is  not 
necessary. 

While  the  concentra¬ 
tion  is  on  awarding 
the  first  grants  from 
the  HCCF  right  now, 
Trachsel  said  the  board 
is  always  looking  for 
more  sources  of  funds 
to  add  to  the  endow¬ 
ment. 

HCCF  is  permanent 
fund  that  was  formed 
in  partnership  with 
Blue  Grass  Community 
Foundation.  BGCF 
handles  administration, 
investment  and  legal 
requirements  for  the 
local  organization. 

Trachsel  explained 
that  when  a  fam¬ 
ily  makes  plans  for  its 
estate  and  wants  to 
leave  money  to  the  com¬ 
munity  in  some  man¬ 
ner,  it  can  be  left  for  the 


community  fund.  That 
bequest  will  remain 
intact.  Only  the  earn¬ 
ings  will  be  used  as 
grants. 

Unfortunately,  some 
of  these  resources  are 
left  to  organizations 
that  are  not  in  Harrison 
County. 

“The  community  fund 
will  be  here  forever  to 
ensure  that  our  com¬ 
munity  can  address 
the  greatest  needs  and 
opportunities  that  arise 
and  to  provide  our  non¬ 
profits  steady  support,” 
states  a  release  from  the 
HCCF.  “Those  who  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  commu¬ 
nity  fund  are  making  a 
valuable  commitment  to 
their  community  and  its 
generations  to  come.” 

“We’re  not  saying  that 
someone  shouldn’t  pass 
money  to  their  kids,” 


Trachsel  said.  “But  if 
a  portion  were  to  go  to 
the  community,  this  is 
an  awesome  place  for  it 
to  go.” 

HCCF  can  accept 
large  and  small  dona¬ 
tions  of  cash,  property, 
stocks,  bonds,  insurance 
policies  and  bequests.

Bank  CEO  avoids 


injury  in  head-on  crash 
Friday  evening

Before  Cynthiana 
police  could  intercept  a 
DUI  suspect  reportedly 
weaving  all  over  U.S.  27 
north  from  Falmouth 
last  Friday  evening, 
the  driver  crossed  the 
center  lane  at  the  Joe  B. 
Hall  Bridge  and  collided 
head-on  with  a  Harrison 
County  driver. 

Cynthiana  police 
arrested  David  Lake  of 
Millersburg  on  charges 
of  driving  under  the 
influence  of  drugs  and 
wanton  endangerment, 
but  not  before  Lake 
drove  head-on  into  a  car 
driven  by  Brent  Hoptry, 
CEO  of  Farmer’s 
Deposit  Bank. 

Moments  prior  to 
the  accident,  Harrison 
County  E-911  received  a 
call  from  a  driver  travel¬ 
ing  southbound  on  U.S. 
27  toward  downtown 
Cynthiana. 

The  driver  said  that 


they  had  been  following 
the  car  since  Falmouth 
and  that  it  was  swerving 
all  over  the  highway. 

The  driver  remained 
in  contact  with  E-911 
as  police  officers  were 
dispatched  to  intercept 
the  driver  as  it  entered 
downtown.  The  accident 
occurred  before  police 
could  intervene,  the 
report  said. 

Ptl.  Matt  Royse  said 
that  Hoptry  appeared 
shaken  up  by  the  inci¬ 
dent,  but  declined  an 
offer  of  medical  assis¬ 
tance.  A  follow  up  the 
next  day  found  Hoptry 
to  be  uninjured  from  the 
crash. 

Lake  was  arrested  and 
transported  to  Bourbon 
Regional  Detention 
Center.  A  search  of 
Lake’s  car  revealed  the 
presence  of  an  intoxi- 
lyzer  attached  to  the 
car’s  starter,  indicating 
that  Lake  had  a  history 
of  DUI  convictions.

Audit  of  Harrison  County  Sheriff’s  tax  settlement  released 


State  Auditor  Adam  Edelen 
has  released  the  audit  of  the 
sheriff’s  settlement  -  2013 
taxes  for  Harrison  County 
Sheriff  Bruce  Hampton.  State 
law  requires  the  auditor  to 
annually  audit  the  accounts 
of  each  county  sheriff.  In  com¬ 
pliance  with  this  law,  the  audi¬ 
tor  issues  two  sheriff’s  reports 
each  year:  one  reporting  on 
the  audit  of  the  sheriff’s  tax 
account  and  the  other  report¬ 


ing  on  the  audit  of  the  fee 
account  used  to  operate  the 
office. 

Recent  changes  in  auditing 
standards  require  the  audi¬ 
tor’s  letter  to  communicate 
whether  the  sheriff’s  settle¬ 
ment  presents  fairly  the  taxes 
charged,  credited  and  paid  of 
the  Harrison  County  Sheriff 
in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  prin¬ 
ciples  in  the  United  States. 


The  sheriff’s  settlement  is 
prepared  on  the  regulatory 
basis,  which  is  described  in 
the  auditor’s  opinion  letter. 
Regulatory  basis  reporting 
for  the  sheriff’s  settlement  is 
an  acceptable  reporting  meth¬ 
odology,  and  this  reporting 
methodology  is  followed  for 
all  120  sheriff  settlements  in 
Kentucky. 

The  audit  found  that  the 
sheriff’s  financial  statement 


fairly  presents  the  taxes 
charged,  credited  and  paid, 
for  the  period;  April  16,  2013 
through  April  15,  2014  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  modified 
cash  basis  of  accounting. 

The  auditor  noted  no 
instances  of  noncompliance. 
The  auditor  also  noted  no  mat¬ 
ters  involving  internal  control 
over  financial  reporting  and 
its  operation  that  were  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  material  weak¬ 


nesses. 

The  sheriff’s  responsibili¬ 
ties  include  collecting  prop¬ 
erty  taxes’,  providing  law 
enforcement  and  performing 
services  for  the  county  fiscal 
court  and  courts  of  justice. 
The  sheriff’s  office  is  funded 
through  statutory  commis¬ 
sions  and  fees  collected  in 
conjunction  with  these  duties.

U.S.  27  South  location

After  only  a  few 
months  of  being  closed, 
new  management  has 
stepped  in  to  re-open 
the  Lee’s  Famous 
Recipe  restaurant  on 
U.S.  27  south. 

The  new  owners, 

Gary  and  Michael 
Whitney,  celebrated  the 
store’s  grand  re-opening 
last  Friday  morning. 

The  father  and  son 
partnership,  Whitney 
Foods,  LLC,  also 
own  and  operate  all 
three  Lee’s  Famous 
Recipe  restaurants  in 
Lexington. 

“All  the  bills  and 
debts  are  ours,”  joked 
Gary  Whitney  about 
his  Lexington  hold¬ 
ings  and  the  new  one 
in  Cynthiana.  He  has 
been  associated  with 
the  Lee’s  franchise  for 
about  40  years. 

His  father  became  the 
owner  of  the  Lexington 
stores  in  2006,  explained 
co-owner  Michael 
Whitney  in  a  brief 
interview  Monday  after¬ 
noon. 

“It  was  high  time  that 
he  did  move  toward 
store  ownership,”  he 
added. 

His  father  was  direct¬ 
ly  involved  in  building 
the  Fayette  County 
stores  from  the  ground 
up  when  the  franchise 
was  expanding  in  the 
area. 


As  a  company  general 
manager,  Gary  Whitney 
also  played  a  leader¬ 
ship  role  in  establish¬ 
ing  Lee’s  franchises  in 
Knoxville,  Tennessee, 
and  in  Connecticut  mar¬ 
kets  before  returning  to 
Kentucky  and  getting 
into  ownership  of  their 
own  stores. 

In  the  meantime, 
Michael  grew  up  learn¬ 
ing  and  helping  his 
father  in  the  business. 

“I  remember  stand¬ 
ing  on  a  milk  crate 
when  I  was  younger 
putting  dates  on  the 
cole  slaw.  I  couldn’t 
do  it  as  a  job,  but  I 
learned  how  to  cook  the 
fried  chicken.  When  I 
became  employed  full 
time,  I  don’t  recall  need¬ 
ing  much  training,” 
Michael  said. 

Before  getting  com¬ 
pletely  into  business 
with  his  father,  though, 
Michael  journeyed  to 
Australia  to  do  mis¬ 
sionary  work  with  Net 
Ministries  of  Australia. 

“It  is  a  peer-to-peer 
ministry  that  reaches 
out  to  Australia’s  young 
people,”  he  said.  “I  felt 
a  call  to  give  up  a  year 
to  do  this  work.  Next 
thing  I  know,  it  turned 
into  three  years.” 

After  three  years 
of  working  with  mis¬ 
sionary  leadership  for 
the  Archdiocese  of 
Brisbane,  he  returned 
to  the  United  States  in 


February  to  join  his 
father  in  business. 

The  decision  to 
expand  to  Cynthiana 
was  not  in  the 
Whitneys’  long  term 
business  plan.  They 
didn’t  even  know  an 
opportunity  existed 
until  about  mid-sum¬ 
mer  when  news  came 
out  that  the  store  was 
planning  to  close,  he 
said. 

“We  visited  and  liked 
the  store’s  location.  As 
long  as  you  have  a  great 
product  and  a  good 
location  and  things  are 
done  correctly,  I  know 
we’ll  be  successful,” 
Whitney  said. 

The  new  owners  spent 
a  few  months  upgrading 
the  existing  store  and 
installing  new  equip¬ 
ment.  The  store’s  exte¬ 
rior  was  given  a  face  lift 
and  before  long,  they 
were  ready  to  open. 

“We’ve  been  in  this 
business  long  enough 
to  know  that  you  can’t 
run  one  store  like  you 
do  another.  Cynthiana 
has  its  own  personality, 
community  and  culture 
and  our  operation  will 
reflect  that,”  Whitney 
said. 

In  addition  to  the 
services  people  have 
come  to  enjoy  from 
Lee’s,  Whitney  says  that 
he  hopes  people  will 
take  advantage  of  Lee’s 
catering  services. 

“We  can  feed  a  party 


of  100s  or  cover  a  com¬ 
pany  luncheon.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COUNTY  OF  HARRISON,  KENTUCKY 
AS  FOLLOWS: 

SECTION  1:  Any  private  club  as  defined  in  KRS  241.010  otherwise  pos¬ 
sessing  the  appropriate  State  and  local  license  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages 
by  the  drink  within  the  County  of  Harrison,  Kentucky  may  sell  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  by  the  drink  within  the  County  of  Harrison,  Kentucky  seven  days  per  week 
including  Sundays  provided  that  the  sales  are  conducted  only  on  the  licensed 
premises  and  the  general  public  is  excluded  and  further  provided  that  the  pri¬ 
vate  club  obtains  and  possesses  a  special  Sunday  retail  drink  license  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Board. 

SECTION  2:  This  Ordinance  shall  be  effective  upon  approval,  passage  and 
publication  as  required  by  law.

Breds  lose  two  close 
games,  play  in  Murphy 
Classic  Friday

The  Harrison  County 
Thorobreds  saw  their  record 
fall  to  4-3  for  the  year  as  they 
lost  two  games  last  weekend. 
Top-10-rated  Holmes  edged 
the  Breds  on  Friday  65-57, 
and  undefeated  Augusta  shot 
their  way  past  the  Thorobreds 
Saturday,  72-64. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Breds 
started  quickly,  but  Holmes 
used  a  rebounding  edge  to 
take  a  19-14  lead  by  the  end  of 
the  first  quarter. 

The  Thorobreds  were  play¬ 
ing  without  forward  Trenton 
Thompson,  who  is  averag¬ 
ing  28  points  per  game,  and 
more  crucially  in  this  contest 
almost  six  rebounds  a  game.

If 
not,  putting  up  with  parents, 
school  administrators  in  some 
places,  and  the  time  it  takes 
would  make  the  job  unbearable.

USDA  provides  greater  protection  for  fruit,  vegetable  and  other  specialty  crop  growers 


Agriculture  Secretary 
Tom  Vilsack  announces 
that  greater  protection 
is  now  available  from 
the  Noninsured  Crop 
Disaster  Assistance 
Program  for  crops  that 
traditionally  have  been 
ineligible  for  federal 
crop  insurance.  The  new 
options,  created  by  the 
2014  Farm  Bill,  provide 
greater  coverage  for  loss¬ 
es  when  natural  disas¬ 
ters  affect  specialty  crops 
such  as  vegetables,  fruits, 
mushrooms,  floriculture, 
ornamental  nursery, 
aquaculture,  turf  grass, 
ginseng,  honey,  syrup, 
and  energy  crops. 

“These  new  protec¬ 
tions  will  help  ensure 
that  farm  families  grow¬ 
ing  crops  for  food,  fiber 
or  livestock  consump¬ 
tion  will  be  better  able  to 
withstand  losses  due  to 


natural  disasters,”  said 
Vilsack. 

Previously,  the  pro¬ 
gram  offered  coverage  at 
55  percent  of  the  aver¬ 
age  market  price  for  crop 
losses  that  exceed  50  per¬ 
cent  of  expected  produc¬ 
tion.  Producers  can  now 
choose  higher  levels  of 
coverage,  up  to  65  percent 
of  their  expected  produc¬ 
tion  at  100  percent  of  the 
average  market  price. 

The  expanded  protec¬ 
tion  will  be  especially 
helpful  to  beginning 
and  traditionally  under¬ 
served  producers,  as 
well  as  farmers  with  lim¬ 
ited  resources,  who  will 
receive  fee  waivers  and 
premium  reductions  for 
expanded  coverage.  More 
crops  are  now  eligible  for 
the  program,  including 
expanded  aquaculture 
production  practices,  and 


sweet  and  biomass  sor¬ 
ghum.  For  the  first  time, 
a  range  of  crops  used  to 
produce  bioenergy  will 
be  eligible  as  well. 

“If  America  is  to 
remain  food  secure  and 
continue  exporting  food 
to  the  world,  we  need  to 
do  everything  we  can 
to  help  new  farmers  get 
started  and  succeed  in 
agriculture,”  Vilsack 
said.  “This  program  will 
help  new  and  socially 
disadvantaged  farmers 
affordably  manage  risk, 
making  farming  a  much 
more  attractive  business 
proposition.”

Put  that  hammer  down  and  move  away 


In  my  spare  time  I  work 
as  a  freelance  writer  for 
an  online  content  compa¬ 
ny  writing  home  improve¬ 
ment  articles  for  several 
national  businesses  and 
also  catalog  copy  for 
Sears’  and  Kmart’s  web¬ 
sites. 

So,  for  more  than  a  year 
now  I’ve  been  writing 
about  roofing  and  rain 
gutters  and  HVAC  sys¬ 
tems  and  energy  efficient  windows  and  the  pros  and 
cons  of  heat  pumps  and  solar  heating. 

Currently,  I’m  writing  about  Craftsman  tools  for 
Sears  —  swivel  jaw  hose  and  spark  plug  pliers,  circu¬ 
lar  levels  and  No.  12  steel  tap  wrenches. 

As  a  result,  in  between  writing  about  tools  and 
water  heaters  and  joists  and  soffits  and  fascias,  I’ve 
become  somewhat  of  a  home  improvement  expert,  at 
least  in  my  own  mind. 

I  also  think  I’m  an  expert  in  other  things,  like  con¬ 
trolling  the  universe.  Lately,  I’ve  been  trying  to  con¬ 
trol  just  one  small  section  of  it,  but  it’s  not  working 
out  as  I’ve  planned,  although  not  for  lack  of  sincere 
trying. 

If  you’ve  read  my  column  for  any  length  of  time, 
you  may  notice  certain  repeated  themes,  one  of  them 
being  my  “control  issues.” 

There’s  a  proverb  that  says,  “As  a  dog  returns  to 
its  vomit,  so  fools  repeat  their  folly”  (Proverbs  26:11). 
Sorry  if  you’re  eating  breakfast  while  reading  this. 

Every  time  I  try  to  take  control  of  a  situation  that 


is  none  of  my  beeswax,  I’m  being  a  fool. 

God  keeps  telling  me  to  butt  out,  but  I’m  so  much 
better  at  butting  in.  Recently,  God  and  I  went  toe-to- 
toe  over  a  certain  situation  that  I  happen  to  know 
exactly  how  it  should  turn  out,  but  he  has  yet  to 
relinquish  his  hold  on  the  situation. 

It’s  maddening. 

Just  the  other  day  a  friend,  who  has  seen  the 
extent  of  my  lunatic  “control  issues,”  sent  me  a 
devotional  article  about  control,  from  the  book 
“Jesus  Calling.” 

The  first  sentence  slapped  me  like  a  length  of 
half- inch  PVC  pipe  upside  the  head:  “Entrust  your 
loved  ones  to  Me  (Jesus).  They  are  much  safer  with 
Me  than  in  your  clinging  hands.” 

The  devotional  goes  on  to  say:  “Sometimes  you 
confuse  loving  others  with  rescuing  them.  When  a 
loved  one  has  a  problem,  you  often  feel  responsible  to 
come  up  with  a  solution.  Then  you  plunge  headlong 
into  problem-solving  mode,  as  if  you’re  obligated  to 
provide  sound  advice.  I  want  to  help  you  stop  feeling 
responsible  to  fix  people  since  that  is  My  role  —  not 
yours.” 

Once  my  head  stopped  smarting  from  Jesus  whack¬ 
ing  it,  I  started  thinking  about  what  the  devotional 
was  saying  to  me,  which  is:  “Put  the  tool  box  away. 
You  only  think  you  know  a  band  saw  from  a  saber 
saw.  Your  little  bit  of  knowledge  is  making  you  a 
safety  hazard  to  everyone  around  you.  Besides,  writ¬ 
ing  a  150-word  catalog  description  isn’t  the  same  as 
actually  being  skilled  in  using  the  tools.” 

He  could  be  right. 

Next,  because  God  knows  exactly  the  kind  of  luna¬ 
tic  I  am,  he  gave  me  a  word  picture:  He’s  the  owner 


of  a  house  in  desperate  need  of  renovation.  I  come 
along  thinking  I’m  all  Joe  the  Plumber  and  Bob  the 
Builder  and  start  fixing  the  place  up. 

I  choose  the  wiring  by  how  pretty  the  colors  are, 
install  the  doors  backwards  and  use  duct  tape  on 
sheetrock  seams. 

Basically,  I  make  a  mess  of  everything,  and  the 
owner  of  the  house,  bless  his  patient  heart,  has  to 
come  along  behind  me  to  undo  everything  I  do  and 
fix  my  “fixes”  —  because  I’m  not  Joe  the  Plumber  or 
Bob  the  Builder. 

Plus,  it’s  not  even  my  house  to  begin  with. 

King  Solomon  said,  “Unless  the  Lord  builds  the 
house,  the  builders  labor  in  vain”  (Psalm  127:1).
